1 . (Once Amended) A method of producing isolated IgGl subclass antibodies reactive to the 
surface of Cryptosporidium oocysts,. the method comprising: 

(a) pretreating Cryptosporidium oocysts with a reagent so as to remove the surface layer of the 
oocysts.to form an oocysts antigen preparation; 

(b) separating the oocysts from the oocyst antigen preparation so as to obtain a separated oocyst 
antigen preparation free from sporozoite antigens and capable of eliciting a detectable IgGl immune 
response in an animal to the surface of the oocyst; 

(c) immunizing an animal with the separated oocyst antigen preparation so as to elicit an IgGl
